F. 2d 870, 20 USPQ2d 1392 (Fed Cir. 1991). The court indicated that the 'filing of a 
terminal disclaimer simply serves the statutory function of removing the rejection of 
double patenting, and raises neither a presumption nor estoppel on the merits of the 
rejection").
